Bennett for Jacksonville. 


College Station, T ex, Nov. 15.— 
A group of Agricultural and Mech­ 
anical College men have gone to 
Baton Rouge, L a., to attend the 
annual meeting of the American 
Associaton of 
Agricultural 
Col­ 
leges and Experim ent Stations. The 
party was composed of President 
H . H . H arrington, Prof. J. W . 
Carson, 
acting 
director 
of the 
T exas expriment 
stations, 
an d 
Prof. A . F. Conradi, State Ento­ 
mologist. 
This party left yester­ 
day afternoon by way of Houston 
and New Orleans, and Prof. Ii. J. 
K yle of the Department of H orti­ 
culture, left this afternoon to join 


them. 
The meeting promises to be a 
great gathering of scientists and 
investigators. 
The members of the 
college here counted it a great op­ 
portunity to attend a meeting of 
the association with a small outlay 
of time and money, as most of the 
meetings are held in other sections 


of the country. 
Prof. R. L. Bennett will leave 
Saturday to attend another impor­ 
tant gathering— a meeting ofj the 
Agricultural Commissioners of Jthe 
Southern States at 
Jacksonville, 
Fla. 
Texas has no Agricultural 
Commission, so Prof. Bennett has 
been asked to be present and de­ 
liver an address on cotton breed­ 
ing. 
Prof. Bennett is joint cotton 
expert of the Uuited States De­ 
partment of Agriculiure and the 
State Experiment Station, and his 
work on cotton breeding here dur­ 
ing the last two or three years has 
attracted very 
general 
attention 
over the country. 
It is an aston­ 
ishing fact that although cotton is 
the South’s great staple crop, no 
systematic work 
had ever been 
done to improve the seed by selec­ 
tion or breeding. 
Prof. Bennett 
has begun the work and is develop­ 
ing a variety of cotton that matures 
early, fruits rapidly, has big bolls 
and long lint, aud sheds its foliage 
in August, thus giving opportuni­ 


ty for the sun to open the bolls, as 
well as starving out the weevils be­ 


fore frost.
